HE Prophane Speeches; which you ut. 
tered when I was laſt in your Company, 
have raiſed ſuch a Horror in my Mind, 

that I cannot eaſe it any Way, but by writing

Senſe of the whole Macter, for the Sake of his 
dear Son, ; 

Had I had Courage to have ſtood up boldly, as 
I was in Duty bound, in the Cauſe of.

| leaſt manifeſted a deep Sorrow. for thoſe Paſ- 


ſages which were contrary to the ſame, I might 
have eſcaped that Guilt and Regret which my 
ſhamefvl Silence and Diſregard have brought 
upon me: But my ſilly ne prey with a 
fancied Point of Manners, and the Conceit of a 
more convenient Seaſon, did moſt unworthily bri- 
dle my Lips from reproving your Prophaneneſs, 
and roo much ſtifle my Reſentment of it, con- 
trary to the Dictates of my Reaſon and Conſaence.

You may perhaps think, that I labour under 
an unreaſonab Triderneſs of Conſcience, and that 
neither you nor I are in ſuch Danger as I appre- 
hend on the Account of a few Words ſpoken in 
common Diſcourſe ; . But how can you think 
ſo, when the Judge of the World hath faid, By 
thy Words thou ſball be juſtified, and by thy Words 
thou ſball be condemned, (Matth: 12. 37.) You

For as in the Caſe of Treaſon, if we hear trea- 
ſonable Words and do not ſpeedily diſcover 
them to ſome Magiſtrate with juſt Diſlike, we 
contract a part of the Crime; ſo this Caſe of 
Conſcience ſeems to be; And ſo the Indictment 
runs, we ſee, at God's, Bar, (Nov. 29. 24, ) He 
beareth Curſing, and bewrayeth it not, which ſeems 
in the foregoing words to be likened roa Man's 
concealing of ſtolen Goods, which makes him a 
Partner with the Thief. He did not diſcover it to 
the M1giſirate, as in that Caſe, and in that of 
Treaſon, the Perſon ought to do, that would 
not be condemned as an Accomplice in the Crime, 

And for this Reaſon, I am concerned that 
- thoſe Ten Days are clapſed in which we are order. 
ed by the Law of our Land to give Information ts 
the Magiſtrate, of this intolerable Offence againſt 
God; otherwiſe I ſhould appeal to him in the 
Caſe before us, as hereafter | intend to do on 
the like Occaſion; For I cannot but think it an 
. anexcuſable Fault for any Chriſtian to neglect thoſe

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to remove the Scandals of our Religion, and 
prevent the Judgments of God: And they are 
pitiful Soldiers indeed, that deſert the Intereſts 
of the Captain of their Salvation in ſo good a 
Work, for any Reproaches that unreaſonable 
Men may caſt upon them: which if we conſi- 
der with what awful Pows and Pledges we Liſt 
our ſelves Soldiers in the Militant Church of.

As to the prophane Swearer himſelf, he ſeems 
to be an open and impudent Deſerter from the

plainly bids defiance. to God, and commits a ma- 
nifeſt Outrage, not only againſt his Baptiſm, but 
againſt all Religon, both Natural and Revealed, 
A ſenſible Heathen would tremble at his daring 
Impiety, as well as a Chriſtian or a Few, There 
is ſuch a Violation of Reaſon in it, thar he that 
is habituated to it, muſt be accounted either 
Mad or Stupid: Either he has no Underſtanding, 
or he does not uſe it. He does not know, or 
does not conſider the terrible Conſequence of 
provoking an Aimighty Being, to take Vengeance
